Movement of Tire 
Casings On Up 
Swing 1 in Quarter 


Washington, May 2.—Exports of 
American casings have taken a 
healthy upward swing since the 
first of the year, it was disclosed 
today by the rubber division of 
the Department of Commerce. 

For the frist quarter of this year 
a total of 706,000 casings have been 
shipped abroad as compared with 
shipments of approximately 687,000 
in the first five months of 1926 
for the first three 
months of last year. 

March exports were 261,000; 
February, 221,069, and January, 214,- 
000. Exclusive of shipments to non- 
contiguous territories, March ex- 
ports amounted to 245,735, valued at 
$3,054,561, or a unit value of $12.43. 

This unit value is increased 
slightly to $12.47 by including 
shipments to  non-continguous 
territories. Either of these two 
figures is an increase over the 
$12.24 unit value of February, and 
is the first decided increase since 
May, 1926.

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Steel Makers Cautious 
Regarding the Future 


By TRI-STATE 


ITTSBURGH, May 2.—Though professing to see good 


business in many lines 


speak of the future with a degree of caution, in so far as it 


concerns the trade. 


This is due to the unusual sit- 


uation which has developed in the 
industry this year, affecting such 
products as pipe, for oil well pur- 
poses, tinplate and _ steel sheets. 
Prices are admittedly weak in most 
rolled steel lines, particularly in 
steel sheets. Producers point to the 
fact that the industry is consuming 
.its coal, ore and limestone reserves 
and at the same time is getting a 
very small return on its investment. 
In contrast with the position of 
the primary steel trade, is that of 
the secondary industry, which in 
this area is operating on an as- 
cendingly high scale. The Gen- 
eral Fireproofing Company, for 
example, reports that April busi- 
ness and production averaged 10 
per cent. better than March. The 
Tuscon Steel Company is lirc- 
wise enlarging its schedule, in re- 
sponse to the demand for highway 
and steel building materials. 
In so far as the steel trade is con- 
cerned, 


benefiting the steel requirements of 
the trade in a proportionate 
While makers of pipe and tinplate 
are complaining of conditions, pro- 
ducers of strip steel are operating 
at a high rate, due largely to the 
sustained demands from the auto- 
motive trade.
